In many cases information will be incomplete because of 
paucity of records. oO 

Some years ago he realized that most persons in Canada 
and the United States knew little or nothing of their family 
histories prior to their Srandparents' time. This was so 
shocking that he determined to learn everything possible of 
the lineage of the various branches so that there might be 
kept alive the very interesting history of our people. — 

The chronological portions of this work were gathered 
over a span of many years and came from numerous sources, the 
story of our origin in the Nimes and Careassonne districts of 
the old Province of Languedoc came chiefly from the writer's 
Greatuncle Will who was the raconteur of our immediate family. 
liajor information came also from the writer's Father, from 
linary research, from conversations with persons well learned 
in the history of that early period and from those persons who 
were in possession of the records of their family branches. 


Interesting indeed is the progress of a small domestic 
unit from the hill country east of Toulouse, slowly northward 
to Lyons, west along the Valley of the Loire and eventually to 
Paris at a time when conveyance of persons and chattels was 
limited to the backs of horses. This family believed that it 
had achieved its goal when it had been established in the 
Capital for some four generations as manufacturers of laces, 
linens, jabots and ruffles for the aristocracy of the day. 

The second phase was comprised of two centuries in the 
north of Ireland as flax growers, weavers and school teachers. 

The third stage was that of the great dispersal which found 
our people in Canada and in widely separated districts of the 
United States, | 

We are not extolling the virtues of our people over those 
in other families. Perhaps our greatest claim to any sort of 
distinction is the fact that we vossess a genealogical record 
and a tradition which is truly unique.

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CHRONOLOGY AND GENEALOGY OF THE BOVATRD - BOVARD — FAMILY

In 1936 the writer's father asked us to copy the Genealogy, 
written by mahy hands (some with a quill pen), which appeared on 
the two sheets of linen parchment which he carried, foided,” in: 
the inside pocket of his coat. ‘The papers were worn, torn and 
discolored, The thought did not uccur to us at the time to have 
them reproduced by photostat because we expected to inherit them 
but we are very thankful that our pencil prevented the total 
loss of these priceless records, : ~ ° : * . 

We have examined extensively the stories of various ‘branches 
of our family and have found that the earliest written record 
appears to be that of a David Bovaird who was born in Scotland in 
i733, This branch rejoined their cousins in Northern Ireland about 
L750. At that time they became part of the Genealogy of our 
immediate family which is continuous and unbroken from: 1529. - 

When our aneestors fled from France in 1572 the name was | 
Beauvert. The family had its orici in Gaul'in that part of Southern 
France called Languedoc. By gradual progression they moved north to 
lyons and along the Valley of the Loire to Nantes, From the Loire” 
some went south as far as LaRochelle: those who were our ancestors 
moved north to the Capital, ‘There will appear further references 
to the family name as the Chronology unfolds, . a 

At the’ time of the religious wars the branch’ from which we are 
descended was split between Paris and Valenciennes where they had 
been for two or three generations. During the Renaissance, along” 
with new thought in religion, theré was much emotionalism and desire 
for change: some families "modernized" the name to Bovard. The ~- 
suffix “ard" was popular at.the time and it was easy to change "'Beaut 
to "Bo". This bit of tradition was corroborated in a very casual ~ 
manner, In late July of 1928 the writer and his wife spent two days 
in Geneva which we reached by steamer from Montreux after a delight- 
ful trip down Lac Genéve, In the evening of the second day we were - 
walking in that part of the city which lies around the bay beyond 
the bridge and saw thé name Bovard on the sign of a wine and Ligueur 
shop but the store was closed. We left early next morning to meet 
the writer's Mother at Basle where we entrained for Mayence (Mainz) 
to catch a boat for Cologne. Because of our early departure we were 
unable to call at the shop but the name was there and we considered 
that to be confirmation of the "Bovard" part of the family history. 

Some of our people went further afield in changing the name 
and called it "Bouvard". This branch remained in France and one of 
them was the Physician to Louis XIII and is said to have, in one 
year, administered to the King 215 purgations and 47 bleedings. 
Louis Was nine years old when his father, Henri IV, was assassinated 
and his mother, Marie de Medici, became Regent. Louis died in 1643 
at 42 years. Chief Minister DeLuynes Gied in 1624 when Louis was 23, 
Richelieu, the butcher, succeeded him and was responsible for the 
Siege of LaRochelle (1627-1628) Guring whose fourteen months me 
Huguenots died (many from starvation). Louis had confirmed the es 
of Nantes but Richelieu ignored it. Bouvard MAY have been a Hugueno 
having the trust and favor of the Court: this we do not know.

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a The Paris’ branch of the Beauvert family was composed of two 
brothers (Jacques being one) and two married sisters with their 
husbands and children in the city factory.

that the Paris plant was founded in the latter part of the 15th 
century and the ome in Valemciennes in the decade following 1520, 
The writer's Greatimcle William informed us that it was believed 
that there were also cousins engaged in retail trade, ~~ —~:

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A=-S= Willian Samuel Connell waS the son of Samuel and 
liary Ann Cook Connell, This family is also of Huguenot descent - 
the family name was Le Quesnel. They also settled in Ireland and 
the article was dropped from the name, After some generations, 
because the name - when pronountea ~ sounded so much like the’ 
name borngby the native families of Connell and O'Connell, the 
members decided that they should also be known as Connell.

Upon 
matriculation the boys moved with their parents to Brock Street in 
Kingston so that William and Harlow could attend Queens University 
and at the same time live at home.

When 
the boys were in their teens he sold that business and purchase 
the Grand’Central Hotel in Brockville but the family remained in 
their Prescott home. Prior to the move to Kingston their father 
sold the hotel and became Representative for Eastern Ontario for 

; the Imperial Tobacco Company. Both boys entered Medical College. 
At the beginning of the First Great War William went to England 
and became attached to the Second Royal Irish Rifles and was also 
Medical Officer for the South Irish Horse, the Fourth and Fifth 
Black Watch of Scotland and the Second Royal sussex of England, 

At one time, during the ferocious influenza epidemie in France in 
the Spring of 1918, so many of the Doctors had themselves become 
ill, that William was the only M.O. for five thousand troops. : 
in the preceding year the conflict had thrown the two brothers 
together in a very strange manner, Harlow had Sone to France with 
the 80th Division of Artillery from Camp Lee in Virginia’ and his” 
Unit shared a sector facing the German Army with a brigade of the 
imperial Army, “On this occasion William's horse was shot from 
under him by a shell and Bill was buried alive amlwas unconscious. 
Some American troops saw the shellburst and ran to investigate. 
They dug William out and took him to théir Field Hospital. When he 


opened his eyes hé was looking into those of his own brother. Bill 
had been badly gassed’ and was many weeks in hospital behind the 
imperial Army lines to which he had been transferred. At one time 
his weight was down to ninety=-seven pounds and his recovery was

with an elderly Doctor and eventually took over the practice. He 
later became Medical Officer for the Niagara and Hamilton area

James Bevard in 1722. The second linking was that of George Bovard 
and Maria McKinley about 1821 in Ohio as recorded on the first page 
of the story of THE CALIFORNIA BOVARDS. 

In the story of the founding of the rural community of Roebuck 
(See Page 15) it will be noted that the McKinleys were among the 
families which formed this early settlement. The first of them to 
claim birth in Canada was Andrew who was one of the witnesses to 
the marriage of the writer&s parents: a copy of this Certificate 
is in the large Family Bible still in our possession, 
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After our leaving the hotel the writer's father purchased 
the building on the northwest corner of King and Edward Streets, 
This property comprised the grocery KEMEMMMM store with its three 
show windows and two sets of double Goors and, in the rear, an 
addition housing the walk-in/tefrigerator snd Space for flour and 
feed large enough to hold the contents of railway cars.

Skates, being” 
screwed to boot soles, could not be removed and there were times 
when he reached home so cold that he could not untie the laces, 

With all the open water and the jagged edge of the ice west 
of the ferry route there was only one tragedy ever recorded: the 
ice was quite thick and it was not unusual to see teams and cutters 
crossing the river. The single fatality was that of a Miss Bishop - 
a school teacher, She was a somnambulist and had often been of 
concern to her landlady. On this occasion she walked in her °- 
nightgown and bare feet for half a mile ana dropped into the water, 
Police and Doctors werevsummoned and it was established that it 
was definitely a case of sleep-walking in as much as there had 
been no hesitation in the victim's gait at the edge of the ice. 
The house in which she lived was om King Street West and just one 
block from the river. The footprints ed-directly out of the slip 
and were in a straight line for the Ogdensburg pier which was the 
winter ferry dock. The chief mystery was the fact that the sudden 
shock of snow and ice failed to waken her. Her body rose to the 
surface a few days later and was recovered east of the town. 
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William James Bovaird sold the store at 
the summer of 1907 and traded the business for a leather goods and 
harness shop in Brockville. He also purchased a launch in which we 
enjoyed short trips among the Thousand Islands but he sold the:

He wrote to his Mother on November 18 that ~ 
ne would probably spend Christmas in a foreign land for the first 
time and expressed the hope that he would be home again soon, 
this Letter was accompanied by the official copy of the notice 
promoting him from Second to First Lieutenant which rank he held 
in Cpmpany B, 32nd Regiment of the Seventh Infantry Division, 

The last letter from him was received by 
his wife and bore the date of November 24, 1950. Katherine Meyy 
was residing at that time with her six-months old daughter at 
Seagirt, New Jersey. William wrote that he had just eaten his ~ 
Thanksgiving Dinner with his rifle across his knees, Four days 
later, on November eSth, he was killed in action in the Inchon 
sector at the Yalu River,
